Weinberger defends SDI 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense Secretary Caspar 
W. Weinbei^, in an apparent signal that he in- 
tends to outboiize the acceleration of work on cer- 
tain "Star. Wars” programs, argued Friday, that oven, 
a minimal defense against nuclear mlssilca would 
add to the'nation’s sec^ty. 

’ Wolnberger, writing in ft lengthy op-ed column pub- 
lished in The New York Times under' tho headline, 
“It’s Time to Get S.D.I. Off the Ground,” blasted crit- 
ics of the program as shortsighted and operating in a 
“fantasy land.” 

The Star Wars program is known formally as tho 
Strategic Defense Initiative, or SDI. 

Tho defense scejetary did not address in his col- 
umn the key decision that now .confronts him regain- 
ing Star Wars. He has received n recommendation' 
from, the Pentagon’s highest-level weapons review 
j»ard, urging tho acceleration of work on six key 
Star. Wots programs into a "demonstration and vali- 
dation” phase. 

Weinberger did devote tho bulk of his column, 
Jiowovcr, to on orrplanotioh of why the United States 


should pursue deployment of the initial Star Wars 
system that would be built around those six ^ 
programs. 

And at one point he said: "In my view, no technical 
roadblocks stand in the way.” 

"Obviously, a complete defensive system cannot be 
deployed overnight," Weinberger added. "It must 
come iii stages. 

“And an initial phase — this is enormously impor- 
tant — would.dramatically enhance deterrence of a 
large-scale attack by demonstrating to tho Kremlin 
that a- successful diaonning first strike is simply 
impossible," ho wrote. 

Weinberger asserted thot “we could confidently an- 
ticipate that phased dcpIo 3 'ment could begin as early 
as 1994 or 1996,” as long os Congress provided ade- 
quate funding for the program. 

Critics of the program, he continued, have erected 
"a classic straw man” in fighting President Reagan’s 
vision of a defense against nuclear missiles, charging 
that ho "perfect defense” can ever be erected.
